Henſoeuer the licenciouſneſſe of 


„ our paſſions, doth growe the Maiſter of our 
reaſon, and conquereth not onely the good 
2 inclination of our mindes , but euen the 
S>E ltrength and power of all vertue, eftſwnes 
| we become diuert ed and abaſed vnto the 
molle vildelt actions, cloathing our deſperate ſoules in the 
moſte vglyeſt abilliments, that either pꝛide, ſenſualitie oz 
crueltie can pꝛoduce from the blindneſſesf our degenerate 
and vnrulie deſires. 

Honce it comes topalle, that euen thoſe of great bloods; 

whoſe long deſcent ofanceffrie,the true right and vertue of 
parents; and their own educations hath iuſtly annexed vn⸗ 
fo them the title and dignitie or gentlenelle, when they fall 
to the apoſtacie of goodneſſe, co2rupting both their own nas 
tures, and the traditions of honeſtie, which with ſtrig rule, 
and caretull example, bath hourelp beene pꝛeſigured befo2e 
them, they foꝛthwith become moꝛe monſtrous and hydeous 
8 both in their lines & — then the baleſt ci eature Whoſe 
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ignoꝛante and barbarous nature, neuer pzomiſed fo the 


w93ld any thing but what was rude, violent, and without 


any hepe efp2cpoztion moꝛe then in the ſquare of vitiouſ- 
neſſe onelp, e by bow much gentlemanlie titles, doth giue 
them honour and reputation, in the eares of men, becauſe 
it is 62 ought euer to beconia ned with honeſty, by ſo much 
are their imputations and diſgrates moꝛe hapnons d with 
lelſe pittie, are annered vnto mans thoughts, becauſe they 
tun nat into their miſchickestbzongb the erre;s of their 
blogds02 bvnderffanding,which gueſficuleſſe in ſuch men, 
is foztifiedby ſeueate rule, but out ofthe obiſuicn + blinde⸗ 


nes oft;e.r ſeduted ſoules, which ſozſaking the ſetiette of _ 


grace, pet vnwilling to beidle, doth grow inamoꝛed vpon al 
the zuill that eit her veluptuouſnes o2 frenzie can pꝛoduce 
to their vitious deſires a paſſians,- as may appeare by tue 
example of theſe the Gentlemen, ol whem my pꝛeſent diſ⸗ 
courfe intendet h with py trueſt plainnes to deliner vnto the 
woꝛld their wozthes, lives>t their tragical endings. J doe 
not meane the whole catalogue of their pedegrees» neither 
their innotent liues, when the bond of infant ie detaincs the. 
from the ſtrength ol great euils.but onelp that part of their 
woꝛth which was compzehendcd vnder the vertue ok their 


anccltrie-as that they were titled Gentlemen: t that parts- 


of their liues which they only purſued after they began to 
loath to he accounted vert uous.topling to the their deaths, 
being ſo contraris to theix lines>that there appeared there- 
in nothing but 3raie,vertvs; and almoſt an incomparable 


height of moſt chꝛiſtian inflameTpittie: from whence the 


epe of all humane vndeeſt anding may behold, that in this 
action of al actions, this laſt beſt wozk of our creation, ( 
meatire to bie wei) the ſonle being made all of tmmoztal! g 
diuine Uo#,bath ſuch a ſuperioʒitie and power aboue al the 
pallionate and earthly is tulties ot aur fleth, that itke a tõ⸗ 
maunding miltris ſhe abolicheth all the Fant⸗ zmas, vnni- 


ties and Chimeras, of surxpoluted t vnreaſonable velights,. 


ſetting befo2e bs the true image ans miſhapen feature of 
dur £21039, and.ti'c lonely grace, benefit, and exaltat ton of 
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contrite ſozrow and heartie repentante: but to my purpoſe. 

Withinthe Cittte of London, whether the concourſe E 
inundation of all ates ,degrees,ſects,faculties, bumozs, 
nay a/moft what ſdeuer in this kingdom bath moning,doth 
as falling riuers, fall into that maine Ocean, there was re⸗ 
fident a Gentlemũ named Robert Throgmorton, boznof 
an honourable, anctent and wozthy famiip. whole parents 
from theix owne inated vertues, holding the reputation, 
dignetie, t woꝛth ot their deſcent, cannot from the malige 
nitt ofany ſpirit whatſoever, receiue the leaſt di feputa- 
tion pᷣ either enup oz detraction impoſeth vpon innocentie. 
Their natiue countrie deeing inthe heart 4 bowels of our 
tand,xtbeirneighbours, being bothmany, and man of 
thoſe honourable eſlimatid, boing liuing witneſſes both of 
their zealouſnesin Religion and vertuonſues in their ciuil 
conuerſations. This Robert Throgmorton beinga Gents 
out ot his owne naturall inclination, ful of quick ſpirit; fire 
t affabilitie, euer as it were delighting in action, motion, 
in tbe nimble agitattons of a wittie t᷑ pꝛegrãt ſpirit» gre we 
into intimat acquaintãce with a Gentlemã of like temp er 
Equality-whoſe name was William E orter, diſtended like - 
wile from cleere blood: wel reputed anteſtoꝛ: Etheſe two 
from the comireoftheir ſocyeties dzew vnto them a third 
companion, whoſename was Biſhop,ofnolefſe dignitie in 
birtb, admitation of wit e beight sfcourage then the other 
two:iurety fozthe name, it neither the ſound , etimology,: 
o rttritzute bane erroz,t is a name of hye dignitie ensbili« 
tie ot foi une, not onelp in our kingdom, but euen amongſt 
the beſt houſes in France, from whencethe English line is 
derſue D. . 

Lheſetbzcee gentlemen hauing liued together (not accoz⸗ 
ding to the rule of vertu) oʒ the ſe natural parts which ſhold 
be deriud fro fo god blende, but attoꝛding to their apetites, 
diſtemprrat paſſtens, and the frant ick errs28 of headfirong 
F vunbldeled peuth, the iupte 4 beat of whoſe veines with a 
hur niag a deʒ inſlames ⁊ lets the ſonle on fire to purſue all 
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things, which from a ſeeming delitiauſneſte, is mere oppoſit 
and coutrarie to all reaſon and goodneſſe, began now, to 

rebell and diſdaine all indifferent and laudible courſes, 

which carryed in them anꝝ poꝛtrature ol honeſt 02 com⸗ 

mendable pꝛoſtt, and tbough that exceſle and ryot were not 
the conſumptions ot reputation, but rather ladders x ſcales 

to aduancement, houlding the woꝛſt Maxime, that euer 
folly bꝛoudht fosꝛth, which is that vnneceſſarie expence be⸗ 
gets the beſt meanes fo2 ſpending, & from this IT heſis they 

grounded the beleefe ol their euils, and here began to thinke 
that thirſt could not be quencht without dznnkernes , the 

body not be kept warme without Satten and Ueluet, the 

heat of the blood not cold without change of Curtez3ans,noz 

the ſfomackefild without it belch backe the ſuperfluitie of 
theit ſurfeits . Now began the aduiſe ol wiſdome and friend 

ſhip to appeare like cuſtomaris rules, fuller of faſhion then 

ſubſtanciall eñicacie: and now the temperate exhibition ot 
moderate parents, (which thould haue beene their whole 

maintenance) grobe ſo little to purchaſe the leaſt delight 

in their laſciuiouſneſſe, whence it came to paſle, that manye 

times wanting money to ſupply the baſeneſſe of their appe⸗ 
tites, they began to put on a reſolution to reliue their licen- 
tentious thirſts by any pꝛpoſt erous courſe whatſoener, 

were it by couſnage, theft,nay as it appeared by view ef 
their actions, euen by murther it ſelfe, oꝛ the moſte loathed 

maſſacre. 

Theſe thzee thus incoꝛpoꝛated and as it were mixt toge⸗ 
ther in one opinion of ryot and diſo2der , tooke their 
Yoz2ſes about thꝛee oꝛ fonre monthes agoe in London, to 
ride towards Bagſhot, not with any determination of 
buſinelſe, which might giue anye honeſt account beloꝛe au⸗ 
thoꝛit ie, but with a full intention to take any mans purſſe 
they met with, if either his habite oꝛ other character gaue 
them any hope, that he was polleſt ofthe ſmaleſt oꝛ greateſt 
riches and to this purpoſe they were pꝛepared with all the 
beſt defenſive andoffenctueneanes, which CN doe 

attend 
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attend ſuch actſons,as namely good Hoꝛſes, good ſwozds,. 


and min des emptied of all bertue,honcft and charitie. 


Thus as thev tid euen pampering and fatting them⸗ 


ſelues with the poyſon of their ſonles , not farre from 
Bagchot, they might beholde two Cittizensof London, t 
one Smith a Parchant of Southampton riping foget- 
ther befoze them, which as ſoone as Biſhop pexceined be⸗ 
ing of a fierce and appꝛehenſiue diſpoſition, hee dw 
ſhewed them to his companions Throgmorton e Porter, 
and inuited them to pꝛepare themĩelues foꝛ their buſineſſe, 
ſith que ſtionleſſe theſe men were neither vnpꝛepared of 
good ſtoze of Coine, noz without much -feare when 
the gallentrie ot their encounter ſhould ſtrike them into a 
diſcourageable amaz ment: They as rea die to execute 
milchiefe,as de was pꝛegnant in finding it out, both con- 


lented to his motion, ant made themſeiues fit ſoz the - ex- 


ecution: hut inthe means time whill they were thus vn 
charitably conſulting together, they might perceige Smith 
the Parrhamceof Southampton (as it ſeemed to diſburten 
thenerdtull act vtnacure)to loyter behinde his two other 
u, and alightingfrom bis bozſe to begin to vn» 
his pointes, which Biſnhop no ſooner ſawe, hut thin · 
king to take aduantags of that ſeparation, perſwaded 
Throgmorton and Porter to put ſputres to their hozſes E 
lo ſit vypon the two Cittiʒ ena of London, who were naw 
rid ing aldue by themſelues, which immediately they did, 
that with uch a telolution of courage, e ſuch a terre of 
cath, 63 if poſſible of woxſeveſtraction,thatthe pooʒe Cit⸗ 
tizens being trucker inta aGoniſhment;(feare not giuing 
them leaue to loo ke with any conſidering into the thing 
they leared ) with an affrighted humbloneſſe, deliuered vn ⸗ 
to them all that ſabſtanre which ten catr ved aboat them, 
which done, tdeſe two Gentlemerr that had made them; 
leluesthe wicked markers of the podze Citizens wealthes 
todke allo theit Hoꝛſes t utiping off their bꝛidles, turned 
tyom lende do ruane vp and downe atthzir plealures, _ 
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pet not ſo coutented, they further determined io binde the 
Citizens hand and foot, faſter in their bꝛidles then ener 
they had knit pooze cuſtomer, either in ſhop-boke,oz ebli- 
gation: but by meere accident ther were pꝛeuented : fox 
during the time, that theſe foure were ſcnffiing e chten- 
ding together, Biſhop was come vp to the Patchantof 
Southhampkon, who by this time haning finiſhed his 
buſines, was now trulling his pointes, and as ſoone as 
be came nearo him, he ſaid to the Marchant, ſee ſir, vonder 


be foure together by theeares, will von cake your Hozſe, 


and ſhall we ride in + parte them? Smith who by the ge⸗ 
nerall repoꝛte ot᷑ his ta miliars, and bythe te ſtimaupe ofhis 
fo:temes,in many other and ſuchlike hazarvs,was abſolut᷑ · 
tip knowne to beamanof greate valure, courage and reſo⸗ 
lutioa, as apt to dare and to make good his darings as any 
man whatſaener , tom Biſnop that be bad ſeone vim 
riding in the compaiy ol the scher twa. whombhe fooke 
to be no better then falſe knaues, and him ſelſe as falſe as 
the kalſeſt whatſoener,and therefo:e,that he noꝛthepſhoulo 
tome with in his ſwoꝛus length al him, anvthere withall 

dꝛew bis ſwozd-» and ſtode von bis beit garde: 
Biſhop partly. in dlinaine to be.ſobzaved) and partly in 
hope ofthe pꝛize he apmed at. dꝛew fozth his \wo2d lila · 
wiſe, and toulothe Parchant in plaine termes , it was his 
purſe he came fo and that hetoʒe he would losfahis lahoz,; 
one ol them would looſe fhe deareſt blood in their baſomes. 
Smith as tutl of ſpirit, as te other was o nne. teuld him,. 
that betwirt bia life and his gods which maintain dd his lila 
tze made no ditference, andt hat the leſſer bis wealth) woulo 
not be taken tit the greater (his lite) were vtterly confouns 
ded: koꝛ mine owne part quoth he) J haue the charge ot 
money about me - but haue there withall (uch a ſpirit in 
my boſome, that detendati, as except thou canſt con iute in 
blood it is impoſſible tobe maiſtor of the freaſare: at theſt 
woꝛdes they flew together with their ſwoꝛdes in great vi- 
dolence and after the diſcharge of ſomeblowes, 1 
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chant cloſed in with Biſhop ſtriking vp his heeles, 
calf him backe ward and fell himſelfe vppon him. 
Biſhop finding himſelfe not onely conquered , but 
calling to his minde the power of the conquerer and 
his owne deſerts, all which did pꝛeſage nothing but 
a well deſerued death: he foꝛthwith cride out to his 
companions to come to help him:which when Throg- 
mor ton and Porter heard ( who then were about to 
binde the Citizens) they inſtantly ranne to releiue 
their companion. whoſe daunger the Parchant inten⸗ 
ding to eſchew. leapt from Biſhop; and thinking to re. 
couer his Yo2le,and fixing his exe vpon Throgmorts 
and Porter, Biſhop riſing from the grounde and gai· 


ning his ſwoꝛde, ranne the Marchant ſids-wates 
tleane thꝛough the body, ſhewing moꝛe crueltie in the 


bloodineſſe of his reuenge, then vnnaturall and diſ⸗ 
honeſt couetouſneſſe to be polleſſo2 ot the goods to 
whieh he could ucuerinffly pꝛetend any title. 

As ſoone as the Parchant fell to the groũd, Throg- 
morton and Porter tooke him vp in their armes, 
wept ouer him moſt bitterly.curſt their births, their 
koꝛtunes and their vnnaturall wikedneſle: neuer lea⸗ 
uing to complaine till the valiant Marchant gaue vp 
the ghoſt in their armes the ſummes they took from 
theſe thꝛee, were thꝛee⸗ſcoꝛe and fiſteene pounds: then 
betaking themſetues to their Hoꝛſes, they ride to pꝛo⸗ 
uide foꝛ their ſafeties, but the Citizens whome they 
had left vnbounde hauing recouered their Moꝛſes, 
whilſt they were buſied with y Southampton Mar- 
chant,had now raiſed vp the country, in ſuch ſoꝛt that 
befo2e they could either ſhelter themſelues, oꝛ by any 
deguiſe pꝛeuent the danger they were run into, they 


were taken in Oxfoꝛdſhire, ⁊ ſo ſent to gaole in Dr- 
- fozd. During the time oftheir r Dro 


fozd 
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fozd,Thro gmorton and Porter gaue themſelues fo 


much penitence, as being willing to pay what they 
dad fo2feited to law and authoꝛitie: but Biſhop ofa 
harder conſtitution, laboured his bꝛaines continual- 
ly how to pzeuent his danger, and in the end partly 
thꝛough the negligence of an ill guard, and partlye 
thꝛough the ſuſterance which he had got by flatterie, 
he bꝛoake the Gaole andeſcaped from Drfozd , but 
was inſkantly in a ſmall ſpace, the ſecond time appꝛe⸗ 
hended: the example of whoſe double euill beeing ioy⸗ 
ned with the crueltie ol their fozmer offence, and the 
deſperate courſes ſuch able bodies, great mindes, 
and popular affection might woꝛke in a weake pziſon, 
they were by the ſlrength ofauthozitieremooued fro 
the kinges bench, where they remained till about a 
day befoꝛe theix arraignment. 

Theſe thꝛee Gentlemen, Maiſter Throgmorton 
Porter, ¶ Biſhop, whoſe birthes and aducation pꝛa- 
nuſed better fruite in the whole courſe of their liues, 

uing cõmitted theſe thzee roberies, c what is moze 

ateful tobe remẽbꝛed, in the laſt acruelmurther,be- 
ing impꝛiſoned thus in the common gaoleofy Kings 
bench, e hearing there ſeueral offenders make repe⸗ 
titiõ of the hainouſnes of their oſfetes, the diſlolute 
courſe of their liues, began now to haue aremebzance 
anda remozceful touch ot their own: fo2in this a pꝛi⸗ 
ſon toa mans lifemay be wel compared with a glafſe, 
which lookt vpon, giues a man to remember the fozm 
and beautie, oꝛ blemiſhes + ſcarres of his owne face, 
Which otherwiſe happily he ſhould vtterly foꝛget:ſo a 
man being impziſoned>t made bedfellowe x chambers 
mate with thecues c murderers (who are the comon 
gueſtes of ſuch diſpiſed Jnnes (begins there like a 
Chꝛiſtian Arithmetician, to number qcaft vp the ac- 
compt 
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compt ofhis whole life paſt,coparinghis with theirs; 
which if he finde not to be ſo foule# lepꝛous, noꝛ his 
tranſareſſions ſo hatefull,he then hath iuſt cauſe (not 
to iuſtiſte himſelfe) but to giue God thanks v he hath 
liued a ſubiecꝭ in the cummon⸗wealth after death , to 
become a Cittizenin heauen, where otherwiſe being 
tainted with the guilt of his owne conſcience, and the 
terro2 ot his own: ſins, he there falles to vnfained e 
perpetuall repentance and inſteede ofbegging daplp 
koode fo2 the iuſtenance of his bodie, he on his knees 
intreateth heauens mercy to the releefe of his ſoule, 
without which foꝛ his looſe life heere on earth, hec 
bath loſt the ioyes ofhcauen,t muſt becoma quench⸗ 
leffe firebzand of hell, and indeed as theſe Gentlemen 
did. Foꝛ while they there remained, which was from 
the time ol their appꝛehenſion, till the day beſoꝛe the 
Allizes held foz Surrey, when they were remooued 
tothe white Lyon, they ſpent their time not in dꝛin⸗ 
king but in weeping: not in eating but in faſting, not 
in wearing but inp:aying , not deüring much foz. 
themſelues, but, laboured to impart parf of that ſtoꝛe 
they had to the releef E tomfoꝛt of atherg: puniſhing 
their bodie now foꝛ the ryots and ſuper ſtuitie which 
was palt: they remembꝛed now they muſt die, and 
began to tremble fo2 feare of what ſhould come to 
them aſter death: The incloſed pꝛiſon put them in 
minde of their graue: the grates and lockes put them 
in minde ok hell, which depꝛiued them from the ioy of 
liberty, which ther ſaw others poſſefſe: the tangling: 
of the y2ons put them in minde ol the chaines where- 
with they ſhould be bound in eternall to2zment,vnles 
he auẽs mercy vnloſed them a the ſoꝛrowes tlighing, 
weeping and mourning of friend fo2 friend, one to an⸗ 
other,and euerie man 1 hunſelfe. , of the — 
rroꝛs 
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ferro2s, gnaſhing of teeth, which in hell euery 
ſoule ſhall receive fo2 the particular offences com- 
nutted in this life, ſo that they were now ſo moꝛ⸗ 
fifted from what they had bene, they deſired not the 
company of their friends and fozimer acquaintance 
to comfoꝛt them,anſwering that in earthly men was 
no comfozc fo2 them, but they muſt like Hhatefull 
ſinners ſeeke comfozf, by interceſſion from Meauen: 
they wait not now to their friends to labour fo2 life, 
(though they were ofgreat poſſeſſions ) and ſome of 
them of eminent place in this kingdome, but pꝛepared 
themſelucs foz death, acknowledging that in this life 
is no felicitie. | : 
Thus though beloꝛe this time, ſuch greruous ſinners, 
they wers now furniched as enerie chꝛiſtian ſhould be 
fo: their graue, from the white Lon in Southwark 
bꝛought to S. Margarets Mill, where the Allizes were 
held: where they were indited and arraigned foꝛ their 
ſeuerall offences beſoꝛe committed. To the indite« 
ment they pleaded not guiltie , putting their cauſe to 
the tryall ol God and their countrie , which being a 
credible Jurie, vpon enquirie, returned their verdit 
they were found guiltie and deſerued deatg. 
Being thus condemned (accoꝛding to Juſtice) they 
were then called hy their ſeuerall names of Throg- 
morton, Porter and Biſnop, late Gentlemen: and de⸗ 
maunded by the Clarke of the peace what they could 
further ſay foz themſelues, oꝛ v2dge why the ſentence 
of death ſhould not be pzonounced againſt them?when 
Biſhop mildly deſired of my Loꝛd that hee might bee 
heard: which graunted him, he ſpake thus: 
My Loꝛd acco2ding to the litterall ſence of Þ Law, 
attoꝛding to dur offences, (I ſpeake not to excuſe) 


we haue deſerued death:but accozding to Moſes — 
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who aſks but one foꝛ one, J beſeech your honour tobe 

a mediatoꝛ to the King our moſt royall Lozd 4 Pai- 

fter , whoſe loſt ſubiec J am, to be mercitull fo theſe 

Gentlemen J am the man offended , neither was 

the intent oꝛ act of murther theirs but mine: my 

thoughts commenced it, this hand finiſhed it, mp 

foule repens it, & this body of mine ſhall willingly die 

fo2 it: he hath loſt but one ſubiec, and let him by whom 
the ſabiec was loſt, appeaſe his wzath, and ſatiſſie 
he iuſtice of the law: his gracious mercie may a news 


— them , and they being Gentlemen ſo wozthilp 


deſcended, map liue to do faithfull ſeruice both to him 


and his, and grow vp fo2p:ofitable members in his 


common wealth: ſo ſhall it be pietie in you my good 
Lo2d,to aske , and pittie in his ropall Maieſtie to 
graunt: o Chirurgeon makes inciſion, but where 8 
ſoꝛe coꝛrupts , noꝛ cuts ofthe legge fo the vie which 
the arme bꝛings to the body ( though both are our liues 
miniſters) but euer ie member ſuffer ſo2 his one of- 
fence. I am that coꝛe that haue coꝛrupted theſe Gen- 
flemen , let me dꝛawne out: and that bad member 
which hath inlected both their bodies and ſoules , let 
meonely cut off: be a meanes my goodLo2d to pꝛe⸗ 
ſerue them to god, r let me periſh foz mine owne emil: 
fo in one act ſhall you expꝛeſſe the power which you 
haue, and app2one your ſelfe to be ſuch , of which it is 
ſayd of you in the Nſalmes, J ſay vnfo you > ve are 
Gods on earth, by giuing at one time both iuſtice and 
mercte. ; k 

Theſe woꝛds or his, though it bꝛed compaſſtonin my 
Lo2d,? Court, and whole aſſembly, to pittie their tal, 
(though not fo ſeck their pardõ) their offences being ſo 
hainous, þ ſentence of death was p2onounced againſt 


; court bzeaking vp they were by v Dhaef 
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eueyed tothe white Lyon, as on ſatfervay the 13. ot 
Feb2.with fouce other who were condemned fo2 ſe· 
uerall fellonies and one woman fo2 the murther of her 
Husband: where how they ſpent the time till their 
houre ot execution, was thus: 

Being returned backs to their houfe of impꝛiſon⸗ 
ment, æ committed to their place of lodging, common! v 
called (as euerie roome in a pꝛiſon hath his perticuler 
name) the Knightes ward, they there beſtowed them⸗ 
felues on what bed ſoeuer was appointed fo2 them, 
and indeed rather chuſing the ground a reſembling of 
their graues „ then pillow in a p2ifon to comfo2t 
their heades) they had now foꝛgot to weepe , being 
ſtrengthned. with a moꝛe nobler conſtancp, the comfoꝛt 
which they expected after the ſharpeneſfe of their 
deathes: but not fo2got to pꝛaꝑ, hut all the firſt night 
euery man parttcalarty ſpent his woꝛds fo2 his owne 
ſoules ſafery,tone fo2 another. The mozning being 
come, they afſembledthemlſelues together and deman⸗ 
ded each ol tho others how they found their reſolu⸗ 

tions abicd to encounter with that refiltleſſe enemie 
death, with whome they were to enter combate* 
whenallanfwered they were all full armed with 
faith „whole cote is of ſuchp2oofe,it yeeldes not no2 
is toucht with the power of feare: and thus thanking. 
both God and tbeir owne endeuonrs , it in ſpight ol 
death, hell, inne, o2 the baſeneſle of a graue, 
they were thus pꝛepared: when Biſhop 
at laſt bꝛake out thus. 


The 


reren

(ng not J beſeech you be held diſ⸗ 
dainefull of vou, noꝛ herculter receiued as impie⸗ 
ty amongſt men, that J aſke foꝛgiueneſſe of pou, and 
intreat you to blot from pour mindes , the remem⸗ 
bꝛance of your falls , and pardon mee who was the 
cauſe therof: J here voluntarily cõfeſſe J was the firſt 
moouer to theſe bad actions,to which your inclinatiõs 
gaue furtherance and pꝛocee dings, and hath now 
bought all of vs to bee the ruine of our ſelues, the re⸗ 
poꝛt of nien, and the ſhame to our anceſtoꝛs:without 
which inſtigation ol mine, vou happily would neuer 
haue bene ſo looſe to haue pzactiſed , ſo that J onelp 
haue bin the cauſe ot yourinfamy, the pꝛiſoner of your 
better parts, and the deſtruction of our bodies, and 
your ſelues, but yeelding miniſters ta my diueliſh 
intendments : then ſince to foꝛgine is an oblation in 
our pꝛapers as needfull as tobe foꝛgiuen, I tenderly 
aſke if vou, ſo ſhall vou diſburden your ſelues of 
ſome waight which happily 1s yet troubleſome vnto 
you and pꝛepare me an eaſie andcomfoztable way in 
my tourney toward Yeauen- | 

As Biſhop would haue pꝛoceeded further, Throg- 
mor ton & Porter at ance interrupted him, anſwering 
that if there were cauſe of ſatiſſadion to be made be- 
twirt him and their conſciences , be had it to his full 
requeſt;but whereas hee accompted humſelfe the 
meanes oftheir diſtructions, they intreated him 


not to wzong his memo2y noꝛthe ſmall time = 
| ad 
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had to ſpend together, ſo much acknowledging with- 
all that thzough their owne diſpolitions ( neglecting 
the beuefit of theireducation th2ough the lacke of 
grace) they had befoze their acquaintance with him, 
deſerued the ſame, which now the law had iuilly in 
flicted vpon them: when all imbꝛacing together with 
this and{ſuch other conkerence . they ſpent away Sat⸗ 
terday night vntill Dunday moꝛning. 


How they ſpent the time on Sunday before 
their execution. 


Unday being and they expecting their execution, 

ſhould haue bin ond Mundap : the mozning they 
ſpent ptiuatly in pꝛaper one with the other vntill one 
92 two of the clocke in the alter noone, when remem- 
bing there were other in the pꝛiſon whoſe ſtates 
were as wzetched as theirs, and whome the lawe had 
likewiſe taken holde of, they deſiredof the k&s 
per they might haue the company ofthoſe their fellow 
pꝛiſoners, which ſho2tly were to ſuffer death with 
them, (which leaue being granted) they began this 
Chꝛiſtian ererciſe,namely to rehearſe certaine pꝛay⸗ 
ers ofrepentancet interceſſion to heauen fo2 fo2giue- 
neſſe of their ſins, which Biſhop reade out ofa wait- 
ten coppie and all the reſt vppon their knees repeated 
after him, which pzayer as J was credibly tnfo2zmed 
Biſhop during the tims of his impꝛiſonment had ga⸗ 
thered to the head fo2 the comfoꝛt of his owne ſoule, Et 
did no\v freely impart as in generall to all, which 
with ſuch humblenes and feruencie was perfozmed, 
the 
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their wo2des being of fozce , and their ſacrifice in ſuch 
: good oꝛder, that they dzew teares from the beholders.

:their humblenes, that theſe Gentlemen be- 
ſoꝛe their fall, ol ſuch tourt ge and faire deſcent ; deſpf- 
fed not now ts impart their free counſels and whele⸗ 
ſome inffructions euerto the pooꝛeſt and meaneit:

Pauing thus finiched their pꝛaxers, and one- Mar- 
garet Ferneſeed, which, that affiſes alſo:condemned 
fo2 the murther of her husband being abſent, ts ſpeake 
with ſame at her friends who came w vilit her and 
comming 
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comming into the toome as they were all new riſen 
from their knees, when they taking note of hercom⸗ 
ming and perceiuing the had ben abſent from their de⸗ 
uotion, they of their owne accoꝛd offered themſelues 
{fo2 her ſoules hoalth) to begin again their foꝛmer exer⸗ 
ciſe, which ſhe accepting thankfully, they pꝛoceeded 
to their pꝛapers againe, and ſo continued till the time 
ok execution, which was deferred from Datterday the 
xvi. of Febꝛuary vntill the Frayday following which 
was the fix and twenty day: when about two a clocke 
in the after · noone by the Dh2teffes of Surry , they 
were conuepedfrom the white Uvonin Southwarke 
to . Thomas of Watrings, Throgmorton and Por- 
ter (being as beſoꝛs) apparelledlike bꝛothers, and 
with them kheir compartener Biſhop : all which 
being come to their plate of execution , yeilding 
willingly theitbodies to death and the power of the 
law, which theirowne deſerts had deſeruedly bꝛought 
vppon them, were very confoꝛtablie inſtructed 
byarenecend diuine apointed foꝛ that purpoſe. That 
as they had now' diſpoſed ol their bodies, ſo they 
ſhould in that needfull houre pzoupde fo2 the ſafetie 
oftheir ſoules, which they reſolned him had bene their 
whole chꝛiſtian courſe during the time of their appꝛe⸗ 
Henſion: but Biſhop began againe to to deliuer, that 
he was yet troubled in conſcience fo2 theſe Gentlemen 
Throgmorton and Porter, foz there hee publikely 
conteſt he was the meanes dꝛue them to the robbery, 
and the onely man commited the murther, pet in this 
he thanked God t confeſt that he went comfozted to 
graue, that no thought oꝛ intent of his was guiltie oz 
defiled with the blood which his hid had vufo2tunatly 
ſhed , but what hapned accidentallp: ſooffering as 
gaine to acke foaginenes ofthe other two, they = 
[| 
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lired that their deaths might now be no trouble fo 
bim, noꝛ the rememb3ancethercofabarre betwirthim 
und becuen, ſince befoze ÿ they had fully ſatiſfied him 
in the p:iſon ; where vpon being againe v2ged by the 
Voeacher torememberhownere they were to their 
graves , and their cogitations ought onely to be fired 
on the time pꝛeſent, and to vtterly to foꝛget what had 
bene paſt, they thanked him foz his company and 
charitable aſſiſtance » and intreated him and that 
whole aſſembly , which were a multitude of people, as 
haue bene ſildome ſeene at any execution befoze this, 
how they had pꝛepared thẽſelues: there vpon Throg- 
morton began to deliuer the afoꝛeſaid pzayer, with ful 
voice, and much denotion,and the reſt leconding him 
both in that and other pzayes of their owone, that the 
pꝛeacher was fully ſatiſſied they dyed true ſeruants 

of their captaine Jeſus Chzilt,4 ſo ſatiſiied the people, 

which dꝛew iopfull thoughs e ſoꝛowfull teares from al 
the beholders, iopful in that by repentance they were 

come back, and no doubt thꝛough Chꝛiſtes mercie, re- 

teiued into the field of grate, from which they had ſtra⸗ 

ved, i vet ſozrowfull that their bad lines paſt, bꝛought 
them to ſuch ſhamekull ends. Their p2ayer being fi- 
niſhed, one imbꝛacing and comfozting the other, 
Throgmorton requeſted al the beholders to toyne 
with him in the Lords pꝛapyer, which they did, zefiring 
Eod to ſend his holy Angels now in that laſt minute, 
to defend and guard them: then ſuffered execution. 

And Throgmorton and Porter being carried 
from that place, were buried both in one 
graue in Saint Georges Church - 
yard in South -warke.
